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FIRST STEP 
TO THE KYIV FINAL 


The Euro-2012 qualifying campaign has already begun de jure with the 
August match between the national teams of Estonia and the Faroe 
Islands. But the tournament will begin de facto only in early September 
when the best forces of continental football join the game. Despite all 
my respect for the participants of the opening match, we are unlikely 
to see them on Ukrainian and Polish football fields. For this to happen, 
Italians and Serbs must lose the skill of kicking a ball, and the 
Slovenians would need to forget everything they have learned in this 
field in recent years. So let us talk about more realistic things. 
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T he coming championship will become the 
third joint project invoklving two host coun¬ 
tries and the last one in its cument forniat. A re¬ 
minder that the number of participants of the 
finals in 2016 will rise to 24 teams. There will 
be 16 of them in 2012 and, therefore, the fight 
to reach the group will be of a much more 
reckless nature. This is because that there are 
just 14 places on the bet, with the remaining 
two being reserved for the host side or, to be 
more precise, sides. 

Among others, the cuiTent European as 
well as World champions will have to confinn 
their right to take part in the Ukrainian-Polish 
finals. There are no privileges of any kind for 
the top team. It may be of no difference for it, 
but it is unpleasant for rivals. Vicente del 
Bosque’s team is not old at all and it does not 
need drastic reforms and, therefore, the na¬ 


tional sides of the Czech Republic, Scotland, 
Lithuania and Liechtenstein will have to deal 
with the all-star cast of the “red fuiy”: proba¬ 
bly, the strongest one in history. Obviously, 
this prospect does not add enthusiasm at all to 
rivals. 

On the other hand, it is just impossible to 
find a better test of one’s own abilities today 
than the Spanish national team. It is currently 
number one on the planet. There is nothing 
shameful about learning fi'om it. Wliile the 
Pyi*enean side was ironically named the cham¬ 
pion of qualifying tournaments in previous 
yeai's, one cannot see or hear jokers of this kind 
today. Spaniards learned how to win both qual¬ 
ifications and finals in the new millennium. Of 
course, the red-and-blues will be the major 
favourite at the Euro-2012 too. However they 
will obviously not be the only ones. 

Great hopes for the coming Old World 
championship are being pinned on Holland. 
Having already lost their third Mundiale final, 
the attractive teal led by Bert van Marveik ex¬ 
pects to avenge destiny in two years time. 
Moreover, the “orange” team has already con¬ 
quered Europe, unlike the world, and it hap¬ 
pened relatively recently: in 1988. People in 
the Netherlands are convinced: Robben & Co 
are able to win Euro-2012. The players them¬ 
selves have no doubt about this either. The re¬ 
gretful defeat at the hands of the Spaniards in 
Johannesburg in June has really stirred them 
up. Long-standing fullback Giovanni Van 
Bronckhorst is the only key player who has 
left the national team, but the coach will find 
someone to replace even him. High-quality 
reseive training has been organized in the 
Land of Tulips on a conveyor basis. 

Beyond any doubt, the national teams of 
Italy and France were humiliated and insulted 
in Africa and will tiy to redeem their fault in 
the eyes of their fans. Let me remind you that 
both of them, being the champion and deputy 
champion of the planet, managed not to qual¬ 
ify from the group stage at the 2010 World 
Cup. The Gauls have also disgraced them¬ 
selves before the whole world with their un¬ 
attractive intestine “war”. Both football 
nations will have to work a lot to remove 
stains of this kind from their reputation. 

A victory not only in the qualifying tour¬ 
nament, but also in the final itself will become 
a matter of honour for venerable Marcello 
Lippi. Laurent Blanc will be the one to restore 
the prestige of the “tricolor” ones. As a player 
he was the winner of both world and conti¬ 
nental “gold”. But as regards the capabilities 
of trainer Blanc, we shall get an exhaustive 
answer during the next two years. The 44- 
year-old professional has already achieved 
some success, but it is probably not veiy

proper to place Bordeaux and the national 
team on the same stage: there are different lev¬ 
els and different measures of ambitions as 
well as expectations. 

It will no great surprise to say that coping 
successfully with qualification with the clos¬ 
est geographical neighbors will also serve the 
interests of the organizers of Eui‘o-2012 and, 
first and foremost, with the teams from post- 
Soviet space. Common borders, the same lan¬ 
guage of communication, and the similarity 
of mentalities are in unison the factors which 
promise a mass influx of fans from neigh¬ 
bouring countries to Ukraine and Poland (and 
consequently, tangible revenues). Naturally, 


this is subject to their teams reaching the final. 

Indeed, Russia will simply fail to under¬ 
stand its footballers if they leave the world’s 
largest country without the European Cham¬ 
pionship, which is so close in all aspects! They 
probably know themselves that they owe a 
debt to their fans. Defeat at the hands of 
Slovenia has veiy painfully affected the hopes 
of millions fans. Besides, it has brought the 
players down to earth, as they considered 
themselves to be stars after getting third and 
fourth places at Euro-2008. 

The Russians will go into the new battle 
under the leadership of a new commander. 
Dutchman Guus Hiddink has been replaced

by Dick Advocaat, another Dutchman. The 
minimum task set for the fonner manager 
of St Petersburg’s Zenit is not notable for 
its originality. Russia’s national team must 
reach the final directly, getting first spot in 
its group, without playoffs of any kind. In 
view of the favourable draw, any other aim 
would seem explicitly unreasonable. On 
this occaison the Lord has spared the Rus¬ 
sians from rivals like Germany. Slovakia, 
Ireland, Macedonia, Armenian and Andorra 
are obviously not birds of a feather. How- 
ex er. bearing Slovenia in mind, if I were 
them, I would not divide rivals into weak 
and strong ones. There are simply no more 


completely feeble ones left at this level. 

As regards the Ukrainian national team 
(just like the Polish one), it will perfect its 
skills in friendly matches during the next two 
years. Of course, they will not take the place 
of official ones: the weight is different, and the 
motivation is different. But does Myron 
Markevych cmrently need games of greater 
complexity? Results will be demanded from 
him in the summer of 2012, while now he can 
work peacefully, thoughtfully and without an¬ 
guish in order to lay the necessaiy foundation 
precisely for this result. This is more likely to 
be an advantage than a disadvantage, though 
only the final will dot all the “i’s”.

Warner Brothers 
to design Euro- 
201 2 talisman 


The presentation of the Euro-2012 talisman 
will take place in November 2010. The 
news was announced by the spokesman of 
the Euro-2012 Poland association, Juliusz 
Gluski, at a news conference in Poznan. 

According to Mr Gluski, the talisman 
will unite the elements of the Ukrainian and 
Polish cultures: “UEFA has exclusive rights 
to the organization of the tournament and 
may adopt decisions practically without the need to coordinate them 
and to consult with the organizing countries”. 

But the countries organizing the tournament were able to an¬ 
nounce their remarks on the issues related to the talisman at meet¬ 
ings of the UEFA Supervisory Board. “If I am not mistaken, they 
have been taken into account. The Ukrainian and Polish cultures 
have some resemblance, but the task of making the talisman con- 
fonn to both cultures is not easy. I think we have succeeded in doing 
this,” the spokesman of the Eui'o-2012 Poland association said. 

Juliusz Gluski also announced that, as a result of the tender that 
was conducted, the exclusive rights to design and to create the talis¬ 
man have been won by the famous Warner Brothers company from 
the USA. He has added that, while creating the talisman, designers 
were guided by what children like. “It should be remembered that 
talismans are mainly intended for children. 1 shall not disclose the 
details, but I shall only say this: it reflects modem trends of the 
things that children like to play with,” Mr Gluski summed up.

Kharkov terminal has 
opened. Next - Kyiv 

Not a single airport has been built in our country during the 
independence period; however, in late August this sad tradi¬ 
tion was finally broken. 

The new temiinal at Kliarki\' airport was the first one to open its 
doors for passengers: its official opening ceremony took place 
on 28 August. The new air terminal, whose area will be just 
over 20,000 sq.m, will be able to increase the flow of passen¬ 
gers to whom seiwices will be provided to 650,000 persons 
per annum by 2011. 

On the whole, in addition to building a new terminal, the 
project to rebuild Kharkiv airport for Euro-2012 envisages the 
reconstruction of the existing air terminal, construction of a 
new runway, taxiways, major renovation of the platform, 
along with beautification of the square in front of the airport. 

It is also planned to rebuild the hotel at Kharkiv airport and to 
build a modem car park, in unison with the construction of a 
bus tenninal in the square in front of the airport. In addition, 
in accordance with UEFA requirements, office premises, 
waiting rooms for drivers, places to welcome guests, etc. will 
be built in the airport. After completion of comprehensive re¬ 
building works, Kharkiv international airport will receive dif¬ 
ferent aircraft, including Airbus A-320 and Boeing B-737 
type planes. 

A new terminal in Boryspil is going to be opened soon. 

The terminaTs acceptance capacity in peak periods is 900 
passengers per hour for arrivals and the same figure for depar¬ 
tures. 

Ukrainian Transport and Communications Minister 
Kostyantyn Yefymenko has emphasized that, as of 1 October, 
the newly built Kyiv airport terminal will be fully commis¬ 
sioned and will begin receiving regular flights. The govern¬ 
ment official has also added that Terminal F will be able to 
take on 50% of the passenger flow from Terminal B within 
two months of the beginning of its operation.

Experts: Euro-2012 is having an impact on reducing 
unemployment level 

The unemployment level in Ukraine will drop to 7.8% over the next five years. Implementation of Euro-2012 infrastructure projects in 
Ukraine will be conducive for this, along with the completion of previously launched construction programmes which encourage domestic 
demand for the output produced by the metal and steel sector, petrochemical industry, machine-building and construction materials. The 
news was announced by experts from the Economics and Forecasting Instimte of the National Academy of Sciences of Ukraine. 

In the view of experts, the process of partial remm of those workers who had temporarily left the country to work abroad will take place 
on the labour market during the forecast period. 

It will encourage the return of immigrants to their homeland, increase the pace of economic growth, increase incomes level within the 
country, along with stiuctural changes in economy which will result in a rise in demand for skilled workers. 

Besides this, in conditions of the low birth rate, the shortage of labour resources will increase, and this will result in an inflow of foreign¬ 
ers, as a mle, from the “third world” countries, coming to work in Ukraine. This is why a substantial change in the balance of labour force 
flo\\ s and reduction in the unemployment level to 7.4-7.8 per cent is forecast for the period from 2013 till 2015. 

Euro-2012 fan zones will 
have Ukrainian prices 

The development of the public catering concept within the frame¬ 
work of Euro-2012 has begun in Kyiv, the Deputy Head of Kyiv 
City State Administration, Anatoliy Holubchenko, has said. 

The issue of future prices for food at the championship’s fan 
zones has already arisen. The authorities are convinced that food 
and drinks in the areas of mass viewing of matches will be sold at 
market prices. Artificial price increases are outlawed. Besides this, 
in line with the concept, the same restriction that presently exists at 
stadiums will be effective in fan zones: a ban on glass and drinking 
glasses. 

According to UEFA requirements, it is the host cities that should 
organize the best service in fan zones and satisfy the demand of all 
interested Euro-2012 guests for public catering services. Just like 
everywhere, the Union is lobbying the interests of its sponsors. Mc¬ 
Donalds, Carlsbeig, Coca-Cola, Adidas, Castrol, Hyundai will all 
have trading priorities during Euro-2012.

- In addition to its popularity among fans and customers from different 
establishments, awards are also a sign of recognition and success of a 
stadium. We are proud to have received a very prestigious award for the best event 
of 2009, the opening ceremony, from Stadium Business Awards. Within the auspices 
of this contest, Donbass Arena was represented in three nominations, and this 
testified to the effect that it had joined the circle of the most up-to-date and best 
arenas in the world. We shall also compete for the title of the best stadium of the 
year and for the most prestigious Stadium Business Award prize. The CISCO com¬ 
pany, which is known to everyone (world leader in the network technologies sector), 
has recognized Donbass Arena as the facility of the year. Another valuable diploma, 
Ukraine’s Best Building in 2009, recently arrived in Donetsk. In overall terms, the 
stadium already has a number of awards of various calibers, as Donbass Arena 
Director-General Oleksandr Atamanenko explained in an exclusive interview 
with the Ukraine-2012 magazine. 

M r Atamanenko, please explain to us what a third generation sta¬ 
dium means, and does Donbass Arena belong to this categot> ? 

- Of coui'se, Donbass Arena is a stadium of the tliird, or most recent 
generation. The Union of European Football Associations has a very 
brief, but veiy roomy description of a third generation stadium. It 
should operate in line with the 'Three S V (safety, secuiity, service) 
concept. We have added a fourth “S" at Donbass Arena: "special at¬ 
mosphere'’ during a match. Our stadium is an ultra-modem building, 
and we set very difficult tasks for the architects of Donbass Arena. 
This relates to the "iconic design'’, liianks to which our stadium is a 
symbol of the city. A glass fagade with blue lighting, a sloping roof 
and tlie ligliting arouse a feeling of flight. The arena is ciurently tlie 
symbol of the city and the region where all guests are delivered; Don¬ 
bass Arena attracts people with its beauty. 

In addition to tlie ''iconic design”, the architects were set the task 
of creating an unforgettable atmosphere in the bowl of the stadium. 
They have succeeded in doing so, first and foremost, thanks to the 
perfect view from any seat: from a corporate box, just like from the 
first or last row of any stand. 

Being a third-generation stadium, Donbass Arena has unforget¬ 
table acoustics: the BOSE company, which designed the acoustic 
model, improved it according to the specifier s requirements. In order 
to improve the sound, the design of the stadium roofing has been par¬ 
tially changed: a lower ribbed layer has been added, with 60% of it 
being perforation. This move provided the possibility to get maxi¬ 
mum sound quality without an echo. It is obvious when fans in two 
stands outshout one another during a match. By the way, many arenas 
in the world have the "roaming’' sound problem, but we have attained 
. ■ . 0 : optimal sounding. 
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Sometimes I joke; if Donbass Arena 
is not the best stadium in Europe, 
it is certainly the most beautiful! 
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We use special show lights during events before and after 
matches. This is in addition to the field lighting with a capacity of 
2,000 lux. Donbass Arena has the most up-to-date IT tcclmologies 
and building control system. All of these things actually go to make 
it a third generation stadium. 

- Which present day arenas can serve as an example to be fol¬ 
lowed? 

- There are only around 20 ‘"elite” class arenas in the whole world 
that can be described as representatives of the third generation today. 
Of course, we have been studying the experience of our colleagues 
in the course of designing it, duiing constmetion, and then during 
our arena’s operation. I would single out the Amsterdam Arena, 
which became one of the first stadiums of the third generation when 
it opened in 1996. Now they have to modernize the arena, but the 
experience accumulated by the management team at this stadium is 
invaluable. 

As regards British stadiums, the one which is the most spiritually 
close to me is the stadium which belongs to Arsenal in England. 
Many things are veiy similar, but in many aspects we are better. 

Sometimes I joke: if Donbass Arena is not tlie best stadium in 
Europe, it is certainly the most beautiftil! 

- How does the arena operate, what does its work consist of? 

- The concept of success for a modem arena is its operation during 


Tribune Lounge closes quite late. Therefore, we work almost around 
the clock. 

Tlicse establishments are Donbass Arena’s business line, and 
they enjoy great popularity. We have analyzed the first season of op¬ 
eration: all cards for visiting the fitness centre have been sold out, 
and the financial results of tliis establisliment aie even above our ex¬ 
pectations. The Tribune Lounge is one of the most fashionable and 
popular places to visit. 

All establishments at the Donbass Arena are independent suc¬ 
cessful business entities. 

- From what sources is the arena’s budget filled? 

- We shall publish the official report of FC Shakhtar’s activities in 
two weeks time, and Donbass Arena's operations will be a substan¬ 
tial pait of it. I do not have the figures for the time being, but the 
major sources of filling the stadiiun’s budget are: sale of season tick¬ 
ets, ordinary tickets, sponsorsliij), advertising, aforementioned enter¬ 
tainment and recreation establishments and organization of 
“non-football” events. 

It is natural tor a club arena to operate primarily for the sake of its 
team s success in football games. We receive the lion's share of rev¬ 
enues fix>m Shakhtar’s games. But in line with the requirements of 
time, a third generation stadium should develop organically. We 
shall increase tlie shai'e of “non-football'’ revenues in oui' sUategy for 
the next three years.

all 365 days of the year, and not only on football match days. A third 
generation stadium is multifunctional, and it lives a fiill life the 
whole year I'ound. Donbass Arena is FC Shakhtar’s club stadium, 
and in addition lo national championship matches, die Cup and Eu¬ 
ropean Cup games, we tiy to get it involved in other mass events. 

Let us recall Beyonce’s concert wliich took place within the fi'ame- 
work of the official opening of the arena, and there have also been 
other concerts (1980s hits, and 1990s hits this August). 

We divide events into large-scale, medium-scale and small-scale. 
Lai^e-scalc ones begin when the number of piuticipants is over 
10,000. We can mention conferences, exhibitions, corporate events 
and shows (“Miss Donbass”) among medium-scale and small-scale 
events of no less importance. 

Our idea of excursion tours is also a success, as the Donbass 
Arena was visited by almost 40,000 people during the first 10 
montlis. The Fan cafe and Tribune Lounge operate on a pemianent 
basis. 

It can be said with confidence that Donbass operates 365 days a 
year, and besides this, fi*om morning till night. The Fresh fitness cen¬ 
tre is the first one to open its doors for clients at 7:00 a.m., and the

Donbass Arena already has experience of organizing matches in¬ 
volving the Ukrainian national team, and we plan to further expand 
this segment of activities. We are looking forward to Euro-2012 in 
Donetsk. 

The stadium is competing to hold the major European Cup 
events. We plan to apply to hold the Europa League final. We want 
to liost this event in 2014, after having held Euro-2012 in Donetsk, 
because all of the inftastmeture necessary for an event of this scale 
will be already prepared by then. 

We shall further develop “non-football” and”beyond-club” 
events in order to make Donbass Arena bring profit. 

- To what extent is the marketing service important for a mod¬ 
ern arena? 

- Working conditions in Ukraine differ substantially from those in 
Europe. Donbass Arena has accumulated the best experience of Eu¬ 
ropean stadiums, but it has also taken into account national realities. 
Our “elite” class stadium has sophisticated stiiicture: a technical de¬ 
partment, IT department, security service, commercial depaitment, 
marketing and communications department, legal service, personnel 
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and oiganizational development department and operational depart¬ 
ment. 

Communication activity is very unportant for a modem arena, 
and we try to build it witliin tlie framework of the CRM system. We 
have created a quantitative and qualitative base of our fans, and we 
take into account tiieir global and local wishes: season tickets, 

School Club project programme, etc. We strive for direct communi¬ 
cation with our fans with the help of a mobile message service, e- 
mail, etc. We will focus more attention on television, radio and 
billboards in future. 

Tlie task of the marketing service is to enlaige the circle of our 
clients and partners, transforming quantity into quality at the same 
time. 

Examples of successfiil marketing and advertising activities are 
British clubs like Manchester United, Ai'senal and Chelsea, which 
have managed to attract millions of fans around the world and to es¬ 
tablish a finn relationship with sponsors. We look at their work and 
tiy to adopt die experience of these clubs, 

-What is the role of security at Donbass Arena? 

“ Let's go back to UEFA s ''Tliree S’" fonnula, according to which a 
third generation stadium is “safety, security and service”. The 
Union’s experts use this plan, which shows a kind of an iceberg. Its 
top is service. Tliis is visible comfort which is experienced immedi¬ 
ately by every fan. But safety and security make up a large pai1 of 
the block, and its foundation i s located under the water. If a person 
does not feel safe, this nullities all efforts of oiganizers and all serv¬ 
ices. 

A staff meeting on security issues is held at Donbass Arena be¬ 
fore every match. Since the stadium will host Euro-2012 matches, 
now and again UEFA representatives join security measures. In their 
opinion, the training of stewards and operating system at Donbass 
Arena desewes the highest marks and is an example not only for 
Ukrainian arenas, but also for European ones. 

The security at a modem stadium consists of organizational 


measures, video surveillance systems (there are 520 high-resolution 
cameras at Donbass Arena), Tetra standard communication system 
(Donetsk was the first city to apply ilie most reliable communica¬ 
tions in Europe at its stadium), entry and exit control system in the 
entire building through digital locks (“door management”), etc. 

- Staff decide everything. Where and how were Donbass 
Arena’s personnel trained? 

- Employees are the most valuable resource for a modem arena. 
Donbass Arena has a special personnel training and organizational 
development department. Tlie entire top management team of 1 5 
persons adopted the experience of modem European arenas. Let me 
note the theoretical and practical experience we acquired at the Ams¬ 
terdam Arena, where we took pail in training before and after 
matches; we tiuvelled to England to gain knowledge in the areas of 
security, training of stewards, interaction with police, etc. 

Donbass Arena has unique experience of working with tempo¬ 
rary staff. There arc up to 2,000 people working here duiing matcli 
days, while there are 240 people in total as company staff. More 
than 1,5(X) people work on the basis of labour contracts, improve 
their skills and pass examination checks: I mean stewards, promot¬ 
ers, hostesses, etc. 

The personnel training process in not yet complete, as we perma¬ 
nently enlaige the personnel base, hold training sessions for people 
and improve our work. 

- What will your stadium astonish fans with during the 2012 
European Championships? 

- We call Donbass Arena a diamond in a green setting. I am con¬ 
vinced that the Euro-2012 fans who will visit Donetsk will appreci¬ 
ate its external beauty, internal convenience and the wonderful 
atmosphere which carries away all people, even “non-football” ones.

The 2009 inauguration of the Donbass Arena was a historic event in 
\ iew of the fact that this is the first stadium in Ukraine and Central 
Europe built in accordance with the highest UEFA standards. It was the 
first one out of the eight arenas in Ukraine and Poland to be put into 
operation. In addition, it has joined the three leading European stadi¬ 
ums from the point of view of its technical equipment and multi-func¬ 
tionality. 

The new Donbass Arena, which has a capacity of 50,000, is lo¬ 
cated in the centre of the eity of Donetsk, in the park zone of the 
Kievskyy District. Construction of the stadium began even before 
Ukraine won the right to host the European tournament and lasted 
three years (2006-09). 

The first impressive thing is the way the arena looks. The unusual 
design solution of the stadium arouses the impression of a “flying 
saucer”: oval shape and the fa 9 ade is made only of glass. The roof of 
the building is bent in the direction of north to south, following the 
natural landscape line. External illumination of the facade during the 
dark time of day transfonns the stadium into a huge sparkling dia¬ 
mond. The exquisite design of the arena was developed by the Amp 
Sport company, which is famous for its projects for Manchester City 
(ETC), Espagnol (Spain) and Bayern Munich (Allianz Arena, Ger¬ 
many). 

.Another unique characteristic of the stadium is the modem IT in- 
frastmcture. This is the first case in Eastern Europe when a stadium is 
conti'olled with the help of the most advanced know-how in the world. 
The basis for Donbass Arena’s IT technologies operation is a reliable 
5 \ stem of unintermpted electricity supply. There are 6,000 local net 
ports inside the building and 1,200 km of cables have been laid. Ac¬ 
cess to the Wi-Fi network is secured by 150 HotSpot points. 

Technical innovations also operate for the benefit of fans. In par¬ 
ticular, this relates to light-emitting diode screens in the southern and 
northern stands, each of which is almost 100 square metres in size: 


bigger ones do not exist in European football stadiums. Another im¬ 
portant “inovation” is the infrared heating system located in the stands. 
Thanks to it, the temperature within the stadium bowl can be increased 
by 12-14 degrees compared to the temperature beyond the arena, and 
this attracts fans to matches even in bad weather, 

Donbass Arena is rightfrilly proud of its highest-quality natural foot¬ 
ball pitch. One of its features is the fact that flora drainage, irrigation 
and heating systems are placed underneath the grass surface. 

The third and equally not least important point is that, in addition 
to UEFA requirements of modem stadiums complying with the unof¬ 
ficial three “S’s” mle: safety, security and service, the party ordering 
constmction of the Donbass Arena has added another “S” mle: special 
atmosphere, establishing a new level of comfort and service for spec¬ 
tators. This feeling arises thanks to 100% visibility of the football field 
from any place in the spectators stands. 

The festive atmosphere at the Donbass Ai*ena is already being 
maintained now. A fan stand (10 sections) and Ukraine’s largest sports 
museum, the Shakhtar FC museum, were opened recently. 

The plan for the stadium’s further development envisages con¬ 
ducting mass concerts and business events in boxes and premises of 
the arena during those days when there are no games.

Stadium with academy 


In addition to preparing for Euro-2012, the idea of making a mod¬ 
em multifunctional sporting and entertainment complex was ini¬ 
tially built in the reconstmction of the Kharkiv arena. 

One of the sub-projects of the reconstruction is the establish¬ 
ment of a children’s football academy at FC Metalist to be located 
beside the stadium. This implies 8 football pitches with a state-of- 
the-art artificial surface and a building for accommodating 60 chil¬ 
dren. 

Kharkiv Metalist is the oldest Ukrainian arena to host Euro- 
2012 matches. It was back in 1925 that Soviet People’s Commis¬ 
sar Anastas Mikoyan insisted on its constmction. Then the football 
field, running lanes and a small stand for spectators were built by 
workers and employees of the steam locomotive building plant 
(now the Malyshev Plant state enterprise) according to the design 
created by architect Z. V. Permilovskiy. 

On 27 May 2007 the plant became the main Ukrainian football 
arena and one of the sporting centres of the USSR. The record at¬ 
tendance at Metalist was 42,000 spectators (set on 23 September 
1980 at the Metalist v Tavria match of the USSR championship 
between first divizion teams). 

The stadium was subject to numerous occasions of recon¬ 
struction and completion. For example, the first drainage system 
in the USSR was installed here in 1967, and then, following the 
friendly match between Metalist and Moscow Dynamo, the arena 
was named in newspapers as one of the best in Europe. 

Upgrading of the stadium in the course of preparation for Euro- 
2012 began in June 2007. Modernization involved all parts of the 
complex: the southern stand was built, the eastern one was built 
anew, and the northern and western ones were reconstructed. 

The project to rebuild the Kharkiv stadium is unique from the 
point of view of its endurance: the roof of the stadium can endure 
an 8-point earthquake on the Richter scale. The know-how of 
Kharkiv designers and builders is based on placing the roofing 
not on the body of the stand, but on 24 supports, as if on spider’s

legs, placed around the bowl of the stadium. Meanwhile, the roof 
covers 100% of spectators’ seats, and it weighs more than 3,000 
tonnes. 

The peculiarity of upgrading the stadium is retaining tracks for 
track and field athletics, something which makes the complex ver¬ 
satile and multifunctional. 

After the end of its reconstruction in 2009, the Metalist sta¬ 
dium became a modem sporting complex with major and reserve 
football pitches, six gyms, a medical recreation centre and a hotel 
for sportsmen. During the recent reconstmction, 10,000 seats were 
added, along with an electronic scoreboard and stronger electrical 
lighting. 

A ‘‘spider” video camera “flying” over the field like a spider 
(Spidercam, Austria) has been installed at the stadium. New 
lampposts and lighting devices installed on them comply with 
UEFA requirements and provide the possibility of holding of¬ 
ficial competitions in evening hours and, in particular, Euro¬ 
pean competition football matches. All technical, administrative 
and media premises comply with UEFA requirements with re¬ 
gard to holding quarter final matches of the European football 
championships.

The new stadium on Stiyyska-Kiltseva Street (working name) will be 
also distinguished by its roof: it has been planned to make it with a na¬ 
tional flavor in mind. Designers have placed an ornament resembling 
embroidered lace in the comers of the modem covering. It is planned 
that all spectators seats will be under cover, but meanwhile, a segment 
of the shed will remain transparent, as this is important for natural re¬ 
newal of grass. 

A promenade which will separate the first and second tiers of the 
arena will be another feature. This passage will be equipped in a way 
making possible the placement of public catering facilities there, and 
its use for security system functions and spectators’ evacuation at the 
same time. In addition, eight portals have been placed along the 
perimeter of the stadium: they will serve as access routes for special 
\ chicles (emergencies service, first aid) and play the role of reserve 
exits in case of necessity for urgent evacuation at the same time. 

The design of the three tier stadium is light and modem. Under¬ 
ground parking will be placed at the first level, and two other's are des¬ 
ignated for the two-tier stands, VIP sector and auxiliary premises. 

The western part will house conference halls, VIP clubs, galleries 
and restaurants, and the media centre will be equipped there, along 
with different training centres, administrative premises and offices. 
The number of total parking places allocated for service pei'sonnel and 
\1P guests is 1,593. The territory for trailers and the vehicles of TV and 
radio companies is 6,000 sq.m. 

Sky boxes with a total area of360 sq.m, will be placed at the fouith 
level, and a platfonn for the main camera will be installed in the inid- 
dle. Sky boxes will have the functions of control and video monitor¬ 
ing of the stadium as well as those of TV and radio studios. It is also 
planned to put restaurants, bars and an elite nightclub here. The de¬ 
sign of spectators seats will produce the maximum effect of spectatoi*s 
presence on the pitch. The absence of “dead” zones and modem light¬ 
ing for seeming high-quality video recording will ensure perfect visi¬ 
bility. 

The stadium will comply with all UEFA functional requirements 
and, in particular, those regarding lighting, sound, telecommunication 
equipment, security system and access. The stadium will have two

scoreboards: in the northern and southern sides. 

Unlike the three other host cities, the Lviv stadium is located on the 
outskirts. Constmetion of the arena will initiate a new southern district 
of the city which is aheady being regarded as one with the gi'eatest 
prospects. A number of grand constmetion projects of which residents 
of the City of the Lion merely dreamt about in the past are planned to 
be located precisely here. The concept of the district’s development 
developed by the Mistoproekt institute covers 326 hectares. Mean¬ 
while, the stadium itself will occupy just 25 hectares of this territory. 
Therefore, local authorities plan to make it a sporting, cultural and 
business centre, and the modem and active stadium will set the tone of 
life in it. Tram and trolleybus lines, along with one highway and three 
inter-block roads, a multi-level transport interchange for connecting 
the stadium with the city’s ring road, are all planned to be built by 
Euro-2012. 

Today, a year before the Lviv stadium is put into operation, con- 
staiction workers there work in three shifts. The final stage will be the 
installation of first-level boards to separate the stands holding fans from 
the football pitch. Folder plates are being installed in sitting rows of all 
stands of the stadium. Constmetion workers install crossbars (ferro¬ 
concrete supporting overhead bars) and assemble external parapet 
walls. Work on the eight poi'tals located along the entfte perimeter of 
the first tier is under way.

national sports complex: 


The arena for the final of Euro-2012, the Olympic national spoils com¬ 
plex, can hardly be confused with the seven others getting ready to 
host the matches of the coming European tournament. First, it is the 
largest one: its total capacity is over 69,000 seats. Second, it is most 
technologically sophisticated of all the arenas due to its unique sur¬ 
facing. Third, according to the design, the complex will retain its 
Olympic status: this means it will remain a multifunctional sports arena 
for holding both football matches and track and field athletics compe¬ 
titions at international level. 

Just like the Kharkiv stadium, the national sports complex has its 
own old history going back to the 1930s. The building was erected 
back in 1937-41, and its design was developed by architect M. 
Hrechyna. But its opening, scheduled for 22 June 1941, was postponed 
for five years because of the beginning of the Great Patriotic War. The 
name of the sports complex was changed three times: it was named 
after Nikita Khmshchev in the 1940s-50s, and then it was renamed 
the Republican Stadium. Tlie Olympic received the status of a national 
sports complex during the current period of Ukraine’s independence. 

The present reconstiiiction of this building is also the third consec¬ 
utive one after 1966-67 and 1978-80. The most recent major renova¬ 
tion was undertaken here before the 22nd Olympic Games hosted by 
Moscow. Football matches with the participation of Olympic teams 
fi*om Algeria, Iraq, Spain, Costa Rica, the Gennan Democratic Re¬ 
public, Syria and Finland were held in the Republican Stadium in July 
1980. 

In view or the arena’s 87-year-old history, designers were set the 
task of bringing together Ukraine’s sporting history with modem tech¬ 
nologies and design in compliance with UEFA requirements of Elite 
class stadiums. Therefore, it was decided to build the new symbol of 
Euro-2012 on the foundation of the old building. For this purpose, the 
existing authentic terrace of the lower tier and the second ferrocon¬ 
crete upper tier of stands has been retained. On the other hand, the 
essence of the idea was to retain the multi-functionality of the facility

for conducting football matches and track and field athletics competi¬ 
tions at international level. 

The covering is set to become the main unique point of the reno¬ 
vated Olympic national sports complex: a suspended shed of semi¬ 
transparent synthetic membrane which will cover all spectators seats. 
Installation of the cover foresees unprecedented security measures: 
calculations have been made by both Geram designers and Ukrainian 
research institutes. 

The Olympic national sports complex will be the only one out of 
the eight Euro-2012 arenas to have this technically sophisticated roof 
By the way, during the Euro-2012 final fans may be also pleasantly sur¬ 
prised by the fact that the unique membrane covering will offer pos¬ 
sibilities for interesting optical solutions. In particular, it will be possible 
to project video images on this ceiling, and the glass facade will look 
better in rays of light. 

As regards the functional content, security system, just like ap¬ 
proaches to the stadium and evacuation routes on the four sides of the 
arena at the national sports complex will all be new. In short, the in- 
ffastmcture of the stadium should comply fully with UEFA require¬ 
ments of Elite class stadiums.

A fter the installation of over half of the sup¬ 
port columns for the roofing at the Olympic 
national sports complex, the contours of the 
new stadium, which will have a capacity of 
60,000, are clearly taking shape. More and 
more columns, which are just about to close 
up into a circle, appear every single day 
along the perimeter of the arena over the two 
tiers of stands for spectators. By the end of 
the summer, 71 columns out of 80 will be 
installed. Due to the fact that this is the most 
difficult stage of the rebuilding, the main 
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forces have been tbcused precisely on 
these works. Over 30 domestic and for¬ 
eign companies have been involved in 
carrying out the roofing project. 

Works are under way simultaneously 
in several areas. A five-storey building in 
the VIP zone springs up in the western 
part of the stadium. Besides, waterproof¬ 
ing works for an underground car park are 
under way. Installation of engineering net¬ 
works: ventilation, water supply, vacuum 
and rain drainage systems - began in the 
cold area after the completion of major 
building works. Building workers are 
decorating the interiors of the premises in 
all these areas and installing internal engi¬ 
neering networks. 

If one stands inside the arena, it can be 
seen that a substantial share of reconstmc- 
tion has been done. The fully completed 
lower tier of the arena that was disman¬ 


tled and built anew is now behind con¬ 
struction workers. New ferro-concrete 
folder plates (the rows where seats for 
spectators will be assembled) have been 
placed there, and special mention of their 
quality has been made by UEFA experts. 
External engineering networks have been 
set up anew, and even a century-old city 
sewage collection pipe has been replaced. 
Premises for providing services to fans 
have been built along the outer perimeter 
of the stadium, and shops and cafes for 
visitors will be placed there. All auxiliary 
premises have actually been built. 

As regards the unique surfacing of the 
arena, assembly of the rope shrouds sys¬ 
tem supporting a semi-ti'ansparent mem¬ 
brane will begin in the autumn as soon as 
all 80 columns are erected. This unique 
operation is due to be ftilfilled in two 
stages, and it will last for almost a month 
in strict compliance with the developed 
assembly technology. Later on, constmc- 
tion workers will get to sti'etch the mem¬ 
brane. 

The pace and the volumes of fulfilling 
constaiction and assembling works car¬ 
ried out in three shifts are presently grow¬ 
ing at the Olympic stadium. The average 
number of workers working in the arena 
ranges from 1,400 to 1,800, and around 
200 pieces of machinery are involved. 

A modem project management system 
has been introduced at the Olympic na¬ 
tional sports complex in accordance with 
international standards. A detailed sched¬ 
ule enables the project to be managed ef¬ 
ficiently and rapidly and the course of the 
fulfillment of works to be controlled. All 
constmction works are carreid out under 
the personal superviison of the general de¬ 
signer, the GMP company from Ger¬ 
many. 

It is planned to install state-of-the-art 
systems at the stadium. Specialists from 
the Olympic national sports complex 
have already signed 25% of contracts for 
equipping the arena with all the techno¬ 
logical facilities (IT systems, telephone 
communications, television, fire alaim 
systems). 

Preparations for winter have already 
begun, and wherever the need arises, all 
constnaction facilities will be equipped 
with heating systems in autumn: this will 
enable internal works on the premises of 
the stadium to be carried out throughout 
the entire winter period.

15 facts from the life of the scorer of the 
“golden” goal at the 2010 World Cup. 


1. One can say with every reason that Andres is the cock of the village. 
1 He is not ashamed of his provincial origins. The future leader of 
I Barcelona and the Spanish national team was bom in the town of 
I Fuentealbilla (Albacete Province). Tire population of this tiny town is 
I less than 2,000 people. Iniesta is star number one and immedately hon- 
* orary fellow villager for local villagers. 



2. Iniesta’s grandfather had a small tavern in the village. Almost all the 
boy’s relatives worked there: his father, mother, uncles, aunts and even 
his younger sister Mirabel. That was a kind of family contract. Luck¬ 
ily, no-one forced Andres to wash dishes or to carry out the trash, oth¬ 
erwise the world would not have learned about Iniesta the talented 
football player. His parents did not hinder their son’s sport activities. 
On the contrary, they welcomed them in every possible way. The lat¬ 
ter played with neighboring boys in the yard for days. As we can see, 
it paid off. 

3. When Iniesta was eight years of age, ‘'free-wheeling” football ended 
for him and organized football began in the Albacete children’s team. 
His father and mother in turn delivered their son for training in the 
provincial centre or, as we would say, regional centre. But just imag¬ 
ine, a one-way trip there is 100 kilometers! Of course, the family busi¬ 
ness suffered because of absence of this or that worker, but time has 
proved the insight of Andres’ parents. School teachers also met the 
wishes of the young football player: they let him leave class 30 min¬ 
utes earlier in order to get him to training on time. 



4. When our hero was 12 years of age, he attracted the attention of 
ever-present Barcelona scouts at a children’s tournament. And it was 
in September when almost every resident of Fuenteabilla saw off their 
young compatriot to the school of the legendary club. Parting was dif¬ 
ficult, with sobs and tears, but there are offers which cannot be turned 
down. And precisely an offer of this kind came to Iniesta’s family in 
1996. 

5. It was painful for Andres to adjust himself to new realities. The im¬ 
mense megalopolis frightened the boy with its size, the uncertainty 
made him tense, and solitude suppressed him. “I found myself500 km 
away from my native home in a city where I knew no-one,” Iniesta re¬ 
called later when discussing one of the most difficult periods of his 
life. Of course, his parents visited their son, but not frequently: once or 
at best twice a month. The family’s modest earnings did not enable 
them to travel to Barcelona and back. 
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Andres Iniesta Lujan 

Bom on 11 May 1984 in Fuentealbilla (Spain).

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6. The player warmly recalls his fellow pupils from the Barcelona 
school. They helped the provincial boy to adjust himself quicker to 
the big city. Three graduates of the same year have got into the club’s 
first team: Victor Valdes, Carles Puyol and Iniesta himself. 

7. When the boy was 18 and began earning money for the first time, 
his parents and sister moved to him to the Catalan capital. That was 
also a difficult step for them: it is much more difficult to undertake 
drastic changes in life at a mature age than in childhood or as a 
teenager. Since that time, they are rarely guests in Fuentealbilla. How¬ 
ever, the whole family celebrates Christmas in their native place with¬ 
out fail: it can be said that this is a kind of ritual. 

8. Andres began his playing career at Barca with the number 34 
on his shirt. Then the figures 2 and 4 appeared on his football 
shirt. But Iniesta has been invariably playing with “eight” on his 
back since June 2007. He probably inherited it from Frenchman 
Ludovic Giuly. 

9. Our hero has passed through all the stages of training at Barcelona 
except for the lowest ones tor cliildren. Before making his debut in 
the main team, he spent two years in another team. Between 2002 and 
2004 the club’s young trainee found himself between the first team 
and the reserve team. Since the 2004/05 season, he has been playing 
for just one team, the first team. 

10. On 25 May 2008 the midfielder prolonged his contract with the 
“pomegranate-blues” till 30 June 2014. According to the new con¬ 
tract, the sum of its early termination was increased from 60m to 150m 
euros. This is the exact sum which a potential buyer has to pay to Barca 
if he wishes to gain the football player over from the “Camp Nou”. 

11. In the future, once his active career comes to an end, Iniesta plans 
to dedicate himself to wine production. However, in view of the care¬ 
ful way that Andres ti'eats his health, it can be assumed that he will 
not take up the implementation of these plans veiy soon. The mid¬ 
fielder is presently just 26, and this is the age of a player’s flourishing. 
Iniesta seems likely to play for some 8-10 more years. Of course, if he 
does not get bored with it. 

12. Iniesta considers impatience and stubbomess to be his biggest 
weaknesses, while “the wish to be good to everyone” to be a virtue of 
his. Of course, this does not apply to opponents during a game. 

13. Iniesta is considered to be one of the most desired grooms in the 
Pyrenean peninsula. But the maidenly dreams of the footballer’s fe¬ 
male fans received a severe blow in April 2010. Andres posted a pho¬ 
tograph of his bride, brown-haired Anna, on his personal website on 
the Internet. The wedding is reportedly getting nearer and nearer, but 
no other details have been announced. 

14. The midfielder is an active user of social networks: he has his per¬ 
sonal pages on Facebook and Twitter. In late May he wrote in one of 
them: “We shall see each other after the World Cup. Hopefully, it will 
last till 11 July for us.” On 11 July Andres Iniesta kicked the only goal 
into the net of the Dutch national team and bi'ought Spain the World 
Cup for the first in history..,. 

15. Andres expresses the goal of his life in a simple way: “I want peo¬ 
ple to remember me as a nice person”. 

He is an untypical hero of our time.

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1960: EUROPEAN CUP 
GOES TO MOSCOW

CALLING CARD -1960 

The idea of holding a European champi¬ 
onship was first announced by Secretary 
General of the French Football Federation 
Henri Dalaunay back in 1927 at the FIFA 
congress in Paris. At the time the proposal 
was accepted quite coolly: olficals of the in¬ 
ternational football body (FIFA) were afraid 
that innovations of this kind would result in 
the establishment of alternative world tour¬ 
naments under someone else’s aegis. 
Meanwhile, the green light was given to 


hold competitions in other continents. South 
America and Asia had been playing their 
championships since 1916 and 1956, re¬ 
spectively, and even Africa, where the ma¬ 
jority of countries remained colonies has 
been doing it since 1957. Europeans were 
Just dreaming for a long time about ‘‘their” 
championship both between national as well 
as club teams. 

The year 1952 was the turning point. On 
27 May Delaunay, then Secretary General 
of the European Confederation Ottorino 
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Barassi and Secretary-General of the Royal 
Belgian Football Association Jose Kraay 
met at a congress in Zurich. They discussed 
the concept of establishing a European 
Football Union. The committee for prepar¬ 
ing for the founding conference was ap¬ 
proved a year later in Paris at a meeting of 
20 representatives of football federations. 
The conference presided by Barassi was 
held in Basel on 15 June 1954. 

At the Copenhagen congress on 28 July 
1957,15 UEFA members out of 27 voted to 


tional team, was the first player to kick a ball 
in the European championships: that was in 
the match between the USSR and Hungary 
at the Luzhniki stadium in Moscow, where 
100,572 spectators were present.

Italy, the Netherlands, the Federal Republic 
of Germany and all the British delegations 
voted “no”. 

Unfortunately, the initiator of the idea, 
Henri Delaunay died shortly afterwards, 
without living to see the implementation of 
his dream. 

FACTS AND FIGURES 

The European Cup, the trophy itself, has 
been named after Henri Delaunay, the first 
UEFA Secretary General. His son, Pierre 
Delaunay, was in charge of creating the 
main prize. The cup was created by Michel 
Chobillon, a jeweler from Paris. Since the 
first tournament, the champion was 
awarded with the cup by Henri Delaunay 
and kept it for four years until the next Eu¬ 
ropean championships were held. This con¬ 
tinued till 2008, when the winner was 
awarded the new cup made by the Asprey 
Lond company. It is almost an exact replica 
of the original trophy made by the Arthus- 
Bertrand company back in 1960. However, 
the new version is somewhat bigger: the cup 
reached 60 cm in height and its weight eight 
kilograms (therefore, the prize became 18 
cm taller and two kilograms heavier).

SURPRISES, TRENDS 
AND HIGHS OF EURO- 
1960 

The final, in which the national teams ofYu- 
goslavia and the Soviet Union met, was pre¬ 
ceded by interesting events of both a 
sporting and political nature. The Soviet na¬ 
tional team was due to host a strong Span¬ 
ish team in its quarter final match. But the 
actions of Franco’s dictatorial regime made 
these plans unattainable: the Spaniards re¬ 
fused to go to Moscow, and so they were 
awarded a defeat and the team was thrown 
out of the tournament. 

Relations between the Soviet and Yu¬ 
goslavian national teams also seemed to be 
complicated, and roots of this could be traced 
on the football pitch. Both Stalin and 
Kliiushchev regarded Yugoslav Communist 
leader Josip Broz Tito not as a comrade, but 
as a dictator whose aim was to impose one- 
man mle not only in the Balkans, but in the 
whole of Europe. This is why defeat at the 
hands of the Yugoslavs on the football pitch 
was inadmissible. When the same thing hap¬ 
pened at the 1952 Olympic Games in

Helsinki, the decision was instantly taken by 
the “chief of peoples”: the famous “lieu¬ 
tenants’ team”, the strongest one in the coun¬ 
try, was immediately dissolved, and its 
players and coaches were disqualified. There 
was the same rush in 1956 in Melbourne 
(Australia) in the final of the Olympic tour¬ 
nament. On that occasion the Soviet national 
team earned a 1:0 victory in an extremely dif¬ 
ficult battle. 

The chances of the Yugoslav national team 
on the eve of the first European Cup tourna¬ 
ment were high. They grew even higher when 
the national team of Yugoslavia managed to 
gain a victory over the hosts of the tournament 
in a dramatic match with a scoreline of 5:4 
(they were losing 2:4 at one point in the 
match). 

Tlie final took place on 10 July at the fa¬ 
mous Parc des Princes, but it was half empty. 
This “ignoring” of the match was caused not 
only by the cool and rainy weather, but also 
by the fact that the French national team did 
not play in the decisive match. 

The score was opened by Yugoslavia: 
the goal was scored by Milan Galic, their 
best goal scorer. They had a perfect team: 
full back Vladimir Durkovic, midfielders 
Dragoslav Sekularac and Drazan Erkovic, 
forwards Milan Galic and Bora Kostic. 
Football fans still remember these names, 
even though almost 50 years have gone by! 

It should be noted that the USSR national 
team which played against Yugoslavia in the 
final was rightfully one of the leading football 
countries in the continent at that time. It is not 
accident that, based on the results of the tour¬ 


nament, five leading players of the Soviet na¬ 
tional team were included in the symbolic 
European team: Lev Yashin, Igor Netto, 
Slava Metreveli, Valentin Ivanov and Viktor 
Ponedelnik. 

The Yugoslavs had several chances to 
increase the score, but they did not man¬ 
age to “break through'' Lev Yashin. 
When the end of the match was ap¬ 
proaching, the Soviet national team’s ad¬ 
vantage in athleticism and physical 
training was giving it results. Those were 
the main strengths of the team at that 
time. 

And at last, it was the 78th minute 
when Anatoliy Bubukin who, as usual, 
played in a very efficient and productive 
way, hit a hard shot from a long distance. 
Yugoslav goalkeeper Videnic was unable 
to hold onto the slippery ball and the 
right winger of the USSR national team 
Slava Metreveli kicked it into the net, 
making the score 1:1. Extra time con¬ 
sisted of two halves of 15 minutes each. 
Every ball was fought over, as was every 
meter of the field. The culmination of the 
match occurred in the 113th minute of 
the match. Central forward Viktor 
Ponedelnik, who played for Rostov, 
leaped to score the second goal with his 
head and so added his name to the his¬ 
tory of European football: the Soviet 
Union’s national team was victorious 
with a scoreline of 2:1! 

It is pleasant that Dynamo Kyiv cap¬ 
tain Yuriy Voynov (1931-2003) was one 
of the best players of that winning side.

Serhiy Bubka: 

“Euro-2012 


will change our country 
for the better” 


Serhiy Bubka is the President of the National Olympic Committee, an 
Olympic champion and a person with whom propagandization of Olympic 
ideals in the whole world is associated. 

In addition, Serhiy Bubka is one of the people personifying Euro-2012: he 
was a member of the team of the most distinguished people who presented 
our country in Cardiff, Wales, when the decision was taken to hold the 2012 
championships in Ukraine and Poland on 17 April 2007. 

Read in this exclusive interview with the National Olympic Committee Presi¬ 
dent on what Euro-2012 means for Serhiy Bubka and how preparations for 
the championships of the continent are changing the country. 
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erhiy Nazarovych, 
do you remember 
your emotions 
after the historic 
decision adopted in 
Cardiff? 

I recall the rehearsal 
on the eve of the final presentation. 
Everybody worked as a single team. 
Apart from me, Klitschko, Shevchenko 
and Blokhin are other renowned sports¬ 
men who were also there. We understood 
well: the decision had been taken by the 
majority of UEFA executive committee 
members. Our aim was to give a formi¬ 
dable message on behalf of representa¬ 
tives of the country and top sport, to say 
some strong words that would make ex¬ 
ecutive committee members have no 
doubt about voting for us. As someone 
with experience of taking part in the 
Olympic Games, I suggested that we say 
that we would be able to carry this out 
and that we just asked to entrust Euro to 
us, as this great occasion was also impor¬ 
tant for Ukraine: this grand occasion 


unite the country and ordinary 
Ukrainians? 

Despite all the difficulties in prepara¬ 
tions, changes for the better in the coun¬ 
try can be easily seen today. I am 
convinced that we shall present ourselves 
from our strongest side. The champi¬ 
onship will add self-confidence to the 
country and its new positioning in world 
politics. It will initiate major infrastruc¬ 
tural changes to be felt by Ukrainians 
over the next few years. This is because 
all of the infrastructure being prepared 
for the championships will remain on our 
soil. These are hotels waiting for an in¬ 
flow of tourists, and the roads along on 
which it will not be shameful for us or 
for our guests to drive on. It can be seen 
with the naked eye that Ukraine has un¬ 
tapped tourism potential. But the most 
important point is that Euro-2012 works 
for the sake of our strategic goal: reforms 
in the field of sports with highest 
achievements and the development of 
mass sport. 

In this sense, it would be unfair to say

would unite the entire country, a country 
which is very fond of football. I think 
these words have also played their role... 

There were joy and pride for the 
country after the victory: for having been 
entrusted to hold the third most impor¬ 
tant sporting event after the Olympic 
Games and the Football World Cup. 

On our way home, everyone spoke on 
the plane that Euro would open immense 
opportunities for us, and we discussed 
plans about presenting Ukraine’s huge 
potential to the world in order to make us 
known throughout the whole world: if 
anyone had heard about us after the col¬ 
lapse of the USSR, there was little good 
in it 

Is there currently the same feeling, the 
same confidence that Euro-2012 will 


that the 2012 project is unprofitable. The 
country’s image, refonns of vital neces¬ 
sity, the health of ordinary people, patri¬ 
otism that would unite all of us are those 
things that cannot be bought for money. 
Of course, it is necessary to invest 
money, but it should be understood that 
the country will achieve more than just 
staging a huge football event. The coun¬ 
try will change for the better. The world 
will see us, and we shall finally believe 
in ourselves as a nation. Every single 
Ukrainian will be proud of the things that 
we will do in two years time. 

Can you evalaute, as President of the 
National Olympic Committee, the ex¬ 
tent to which Ukraine presently needs 
the construction of sporting facilities? 

Speaking frankly, the country has done 
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nothing for Euro-2012. Furthemiore, 
Ukraine has lost the sense of reality, the 
feeling of what the state’s priority really 
is. We shall be unable to cope with this 
stratum without state-oriented ap¬ 
proaches and without financial support 
for sports today. The whole concept of 
the development of sports should be 
built globally. 

The state has no right to throw off 
the burden which it is obliged to as¬ 
sume: people’s health. How did a devel¬ 
oped nation like the USA manage to 
attain success: was it at the expense of 
the economy or technologies? The 
whole nation: school children, business¬ 
men, politicians, stars ~ are taught to 
take part in sports three times a day. The 
situation in Ukraine is the opposite: 
children sit with books from morning 
till evening, they have blood circulation 
disorders, and their cardiovascular sys¬ 
tem is weak. If children are taught to 
play sport, it will make their health and 
character stronger and will teach them 
to overcome difficulties. This will be 
needed in their lives no less than prob¬ 
lems in mathematics. 

Besides football, what kinds of sports 
will benefit from Euro-2012? 

Ukraine is preparing four cities with a 
modem infrastructure, and all of them 
can compete for other competitions. 

Two stadiums, the ones in Kyiv and 



Kharkiv, have staked on multi-function¬ 
ality: they have tracks for track-and- 
field athletics. It is important that the 
cities will ail have airports, hotels and 
motorways ready. 

But to be honest, first and foremost 
football needs Euro-2012: the point is 
that the types of sports played in teams 
we have not only failed to win for a 
long time, but did not receive licenses 
for participation at the Olympic Games. 
I believe the championships will be 
conductive to returning team players to 
big arenas. 

The president has taken the prepar¬ 
ing of the national football team 
under his patronage: do you think it 
will manage to reach the final? 

The success of any sporting event de¬ 
pends on a national team’s successful 
performance. If our national team plays 
well, it will influence the festive atmos¬ 
phere not only in the four cities, but in 
Ukraine on the whole. I understand the 
president’s approach towards this issue 
very well: serious control is needed 
here. 

Of course, the competition is tough, 
but we have something to strive for. It 
is an honour for any sportsman to take 
part in a championship staged at home, 
to demonstrate top class and to come 
out victorious.

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The ancient castles of Lviv Region are the pride of Galicia. Built or 
restored predominantly under Rzeczpospolita magnates and kings, 
■ on many occasions these magnificent buildings found themselves 

I at the centre of crucial events in Ukrainian history. A number of 

I castles were built and rebuilt during the Renaissance era, and so 

B their exquisite architecture hands down to us the architectural fea¬ 

tures of Renaissance, baroque and mannerism. Ancient Roman 
Catholic churches that have been retained until present time have a 
special artistic and spiritual value... 

In their day castles were rich thanks to their interiors, collections of pictures, armoury 
and books. A number of them have wonderful museum exhibits at present. Local pictur¬ 
esque parks are a precious assembly of exquisite ensembles. 

The three most famous castles of Lviv Region, which make up the so-called Ukrain¬ 
ian Golden Horseshoe, are the ones in Zolochiv, Olesko and Pidhirtsi. 

Zolochiv castle was built by Jakub Sobieski in the first half of the 17th cen- 
tuiy (its construction was completed in 1654). In accordance with the principles of the 
Dutch fortification system, a huge earth rampart was reinforced with a wall and huge 
stone boulders. There was enough space inside for communications, corridors and dun¬ 
geons. The castles built according to this system had a rectangular shape, with towers in 
all comers. The majority of strongholds in Western Ukraine have been built this way. 

Zolochiv castle is located on top of a hill. It rebuffed the attacks on many occasions. 
The castle also witnessed pompous times: for example, when the Polish King and his 
family stopped here. The living conditions in the chamber at Zolochiv castle were quite 
comfortable, especially in comparison with other fortifications. 

The castle is 1,000 sq.m, in area, which is quite large. The Chinese Palace rises beside 
the Grand Palace, and tourists can get to know the exposition of works of Oriental art sit¬ 
uated there. A garrison in the defence installation was located in the Gatehouse Building 
going back to the 17th-18th centuries. Spacious utility rooms, cellars and dungeons, where 
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supplies sufficient even for a lengthy siege could be kept, are located deep beneath the 
halls. 

Zolochiv Castle belonged to the Sobieski family till 1737, then to the Tarle family, and 
later on to the Radziwill family. These names will say a great deal to those who are fa¬ 
miliar with Ukrainian history... 

But the castle began falling into decay after the partition of Rzeczpospolita. It was 
even turned into a jail in 1872. The castle also retained this function under the People’s 
Commissariat of Internal Affairs when security officers began their bloody rule in the 
town as of 1939, after the Molotov-Ribbentrop Pact. An incomparably gloomy time for 
the old building began. 

A vocational school was placed in the castle in 1953. It was only in 1986 when the au¬ 
thorities of already independent Uki'aine paid tribute to the historical and cultural im¬ 
portance of the architectural gem in Zolochiv. The Lviv Picture Gallery (by the way, all 
the three castles of the Golden Horseshoe belong to it at present) began restoration here. 
So, and rightfully so, the future of the ancient masterpiece will be once again connected 
to bringing beauty, harmony as well as perfection to contemporaries... 

OlesKo Castle is also visited by numerous tourists. Meanwhile, an interesting 
point is that many people recognize this building even when they come to the settlement 
of Olesko in Busk District, Lviv Region, for the first time. The phenomenon can be ex¬ 
plained in a simple way: this architectural gem of Western Ukraine has been shown in 
many Soviet and Polish films: “Herdsman Janka”, “Queen Bona”, “Savage Hunt of King 
Stakh”, “By Fire and Sword”. Episodes of “The Three Musketeers” were also shot here. 
Therefore, admirers of the arts can in this sense expect a pleasant meeting with the past. 

Olesko Castle rises on a 50-meter-high hill. The oval form of the building is its his¬ 
toric shape, which was acquired in the 17th century. It was returned in the course of re¬ 
building work carried out in the 1970s. More ancient interiors of the lower floor have been 
also restored in accordance with the era in which they were built. 

Olesko Castle is the oldest castle of all in Lviv Region. The first settlement existed in 
the same place 1,500 BC. The first fortifications were built almost 1,000 years ago in 
order to control the local intersection of commercial routes from Hungary and Wallahia 
to Volyn. Strong walls with a thickness of 2.5 meters deterred enemy attacks for many 
centuries, until the fortress was seized by Bohdan Khmelnytskyy’s troops in 1646. 
Crimean Tatars, who were the Hetman’s allies, mined the town and the fortress. 

The stronghold was soon restored by King Jan Sobieski. But it fell into ruin once again 
in the 19th century after two fires and an earthquake. Agricultural school for girls oper¬ 
ated in the castle from 1898. It was only after World War II that restoration of the ancient 
building began under the aegis of the Lviv Picture Gallery. A totally different life began 
in the castle from 1975. First and foremost, a branch of the Lviv Picture Gallery was 
opened here, and there is a working museum. Tourists already have what to see in addi¬ 
tion to the historic building itself: wonderful battle-scene pictures painted on the order of 
Hetmans and Kings, icons and sculptures. A large collection of 14th-19th-century wooden 
sculptures is placed in Olesko and, in particular, sculptures of the famous Lviv School. 

Tourists are also able to walk around the castle. Once a wonderful park with citrus 
trees, oleanders and cypresses once looked green here; and although it is difficult to grow 
them in the local climate gardeners succeeded in doing so. Lanes were decorated here 
with fountains and sculptures. One can enjoy the remains of past luxury. But the park is 
being actively rejuvenated. For example, the orchard has already acquired its initial fea¬ 
tures, and an exhibition of stone sculpture has been opened at one of the terraces. Reno¬ 
vation of the wonderful comer continues. 

Interesting stories about the history of the castle, to which the names of many historic 
figures are related, also make an impression on tourists. Suffice to mention that the fa¬ 
ther of Ukrainian Hetman Bohdan Khmelnytskiy, Mykhaylo Khmil, served in Olesko, 
and two Polish Kings were bom here: Jan Sobieski and Michal Korybut Wisniowiecki. 
The contribution made by prominent fugures to their people’s destiny is tmly historic. 


Pidhirtsi Castle is no less picturesque and equally recognizable. Episodes of 
“The Three Musketeers” were also filmed here, and so millions of viewers have seen the 
ancient local fortification. But not so many of them have paid attention to the fact that the 
castle in which the characters of Dumas, loved since childhood, were filmed, was located 
not in France, but in Western Ukraine. 
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The Pidhirtsi stronghold has a square shape and is surrounded with a fosse, ramparts 
and other fortifications. This strong fortification was built at the place of an older forti¬ 
fication. When the castle was purchased by Grand Crown Hetman Stanislaw Koniecpol- 
ski, the building was rebuilt in Renaissance style with elements of baroque. This is the 
way the castle has come to present time: with 17th-century fortifications created by Guil¬ 
laume Le Vasseur de Beauplan from France and with a two-storey palace and three- 
storey pavilions built by Andrea del Aque from Italy. 

A combination of fortifications and exquisite terraces, arches, balustrades and a por¬ 
tal with columns at the entry to the castle fonn a wonderful Renaissance composition 
which brings an exquisite elite atmosphere of bygone eras. 

The destiny of this stronghold, the same way as of others in Galicia, is very compli¬ 
cated. The castle suffered hostile raids from time to time, but it was restored and built 
again each time. A valuable collection of pictures was collected here in the 18th century, 
and a theatre and a print shop were in operation. But in the 19th century the Pidhirtsi 
stronghold encountered the trend typical for Western Ukraine: the castle became to grad¬ 
ually fall into decay in line with the decline of the potential of the nobility, which was 
inclined to luxurious and exquisite projects. 

However, this building was lucky anyway: the new owners took care of its restora¬ 
tion from 1833. Meanwhile, while handing it down to legal successors, they stipulated 
a condition as to the necessity to restore the building. A wonderful private museum of 
the Sanguszko Princes operated here until 1939. Unfortunately, the “luck” ended in the 
course of time: though the castle remained undamaged during the war, it was ruthlessly 
robbed and finally finished of by a fire in the 1950s. A tuberculosis clinic has been placed 
in the premises which remain. 

It was only in 1997 that Pidhirtsi Castle, just as the one in Olesko, was handed over 
to the Lviv Picture Gallery. Professional restoration works began. When they were com¬ 
pleted, the exhibits that had earlier been located in Pidhirtsi Castle and are presently 
being kept in the regional art gallery will be returned to the castle. A museum of interi¬ 
ors will be also opened in the restored palace, and the internal world of the castle al¬ 
ways impressed contemporaries with its grandeur and refinement. This especially relates 
to the Chinese, Golden, Mosaic, Knight and Green Halls, which were traditionally dec¬ 
orated with expensive paintings, sculptures and other artistic decorations. 

The gems of the lands that make up Galicia are renewing their fairy-tale splendor. And it 
is a pleasure that they can also be visited by numerous guests of Euro-2012, who will come 
to Lviv as one of the host cities of one of the most exciting football feasts on the planet. 
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
